W HEN YOU think of the anat­ 
omy and the placing of the respira­ 
tory system, all of its diseases and 
disorders seem perfectly clear. 
It is on one of the outfronts of 
the body. It stands exposed to the 
world 
about 
us, 
especially 
the 
gel ms. 
Eighteen times a minute 
the chest hauls into the lungs, past 
the nose and its sinuses, the tonsils 
and the bronchial tubes, a load of 
air which is filled with whatever 
happens to be there; it may be a 
slug of pneumonia germs, a few 
choice specimens of tuberculosis, 
perhaps just some ordinary cold 
virus, some dust or coal soot, pol­ 
lens or many other things. 
Hence, the diseases of the respira­ 
tory system are more frequent than 
those of any other of the bodily sys­ 
tems—and most of them are infec­ 
tious. 
Wonder We Live 
The wonder is that we live at all. 
If you could see the lungs of a city 
dweller, you would find that they 
are almost black as compared to the 
lungs of one who has lived in the 
great open spaces. This is due to the 
deposit of coal particles year by 
year and day by day, which have 
become imbedded in the lung tissue. 
They are only bits of pigment, like 
freckles, and do no harm. 
But the condition called anthra­ 
cosis does illustrate the fact that 
tho lungs are constantly exposed to 
the particles that are in the atmos­ 
phere. The question arises, since 
germs are quite as numerous as coal 
particles, why we do not have more 
infections of the lungs. 
Perhaps part of the answer is 
that germs, except in closed rooms 
and crowded quarters, are not quite 
so frequent as they are supposed to 
be. They die out in the sunlight and 
perish in the countryside. 
Also, 
pathogenic 
germs 
have 
cycles and tend to disappear for 
periods more or less long. 
Most of Us Immune 
But the main reason is on account 
of our immunity. The best illustra­ 
tion of the processes of immunity 
was that which William Osier used 
in the first edition of his Text-Book 
on Medicine. He Raid tuberculosis 
was like the parable of the sower. 
The sower went forth to sow, and 
some of his seed fell upon stony 
ground, some was picked up by the 
birds of the air, some fell among 
tares, which sprang up and choked 
it, and some fell upon good ground 
and brought forth a thousandfold. 
Most of us, so far as the tubercle 
bacillus, as well as the kingdom of 
heaven, is concerned, arc stony 
ground: it finds no lodgement. For 
some the blood-cells play the part 
of the birds of the air and carry the 
bacilli away. For some the defen­ 
sive reactions of the body, like the 
tares, choke the germ's growth. But 
in a few the bacilli find favorable 
conditions and bring forth fruit a 
thousandfold.

DEBASING THE LANGUAGE 
A 
TIMELY service in a good cause is 
rendered by President Dixon Ryan 
Fox of Union College in Schenectady, N. Y. 
Addressing his students in the opening ses­ 
sion, he asks them to save the English 
language from “a general debasement of 
standards which threatens us on every 
side.” 
People who appreciate good English 
and know its value will welcome this enter­ 
prise and hope for its wide extension. 
There is no reason to question the warning 
given by President Fox. 
Our mother 
tongue is probably in a more chaotic state 
today than at any time within the memory 
of the oldest college graduate, in spite of 
all the schools, dictionaries and books on 
good usage. 
It must be regretfully admitted, too, 
that a good deal of the responsibility for 
this debasement rests with the writing pro­ 
fession. 
It is incredible, to students of 
language and literary style, how the old 
standards have been breaking down late­ 
ly. 
Grammatical rules are defied, words 
are misused, logic and good taste are ig­ 
nored, to a degree that appalls many 
people whose professional work compels 
them to observe such things. 
Business, too, is much to blame for this 
abuse and deterioration of the greatest liv­ 
ing language. 
But the high schools, col­ 
leges, newspapers and magazines have the 
greatest responsibility. 
No decent me­ 
chanic would abuse his tools as many of 
us abuse our language. 
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JAPANESE TROOPS MOVE ON CANTON 
W 
ASHINGTON — Largely obscured by 
the crisis in Europe has been the fact 
that 70,000 Japanese troops, loaded on 
transports, have been en route to Canton, 
prepared to capture that vital metropolis 
of South China. 
Simultaneously a part 
of the Japanese fleet has been converging 
near Hongkong. 
The significance of this has not been 
lost upon the British. 
Hongkong is their 
most important outpost in the Far East. 
Canton is a great British trading center 
and virtual capital for Britain’s sphere of 
influence in South China. 
It is axiomatic that the Japanese al­ 
ways make it hot for the white man in 
China when he is absorbed with troubles 
in Europe. 
This may explain the sudden mobiliza­ 
tion of the British Mediterranean Fleet at 
Alexandria, Egypt. 
While the Home 
Fleet has been mobolized north of Scot­ 
land, 52 vessels in the Mediterranean have 
been called to Alexandria, and diplomatic 
speculation is that a large part of them 
will 
be 
sent to 
Singapore, 
ready for 
eventualities with Japan.

IU! AN can not stop a hurricane as it rages 
*’*■ along its devastating course. 
But he 
can act at once to help, as far as possible, 
the victims of its destruction. 
There are 
many tilings to do— food and shelter to 
provide for the homeless, medicine to care 
for the sick, disease epidemics to be ward­ 
ed off by protection of water supplies and 
use of serums. 
After these immediate 
needs come the cleaning up, Hie repairing, 
the rebuilding. 
Americans, confronted with a major 
disaster in the great hurricane, floods and 
fires along the Atlantic coast, are thank­ 
ful that the Red Cross is ready, trained 
and equipped to take hold in the emer­ 
gency and to stay on the job until it is 
finished. 
The official estimate of 12,000 families 
in distress indicates the huge present task. 
More money and supplies will he needed 
than the reserves which are always on 
hand for instant use. 
Local chapters of 
the Red Cross all over the country are now' 
authorized to take hurricane relief contri­ 
butions. 
It is significant that the earliest 
responses came from Louisville, Ivy., flood 


DEWEY VS. PECORA 
When reading about the legal squab­ 
ble between New' York Supreme Court 
Justice Peeora and racket-busting Tom 
Dewey over the Hines case, it is interesting 
to know that the two once were great 
friends and that Pecora was partly re­ 
sponsible for putting Dewey in his present 
position. 
Here is an unwritten piece of history 
about their relations. 
Before Dewey decided to run for Dis­ 
trict Attorney, he came to Judge Pecora 
and asked his advice regarding his politi­ 
cal chances. 
“My wife thinks I ought to stay out of 
politics and make a lot of money,” he con­ 
fided. 
Also he expressed some doubt as 
to whether he could be elected, and rais­ 
ed oilier difficulties. 
“Never mind the wife and the other 
things,” replied Pecora; “let’s see if you 
can be elected. 
That’s the only thing that 
counts.” 
So they sat down to figure out w’hat 
Dewey would need to make the grade. 
The two chief requirements he demanded 
before he could consent to enter the race 
were $100,000 of campaign contributions 
and the support of New' York’s most in­ 
fluential editors. 
The latter included the majority of 
New York’s newspapers, and Pecora pro­ 
ceeded to help Dewey contact them— in­ 
cluding Joe Patterson, powerful editor of 
I The Daily News, w ho was in Europe but 
whom they reached by telephone. 
In the end, Dewey got the campaign 
requirements he demanded and threw his 
hat in the ring for District Attorney. 
The 
talk with Pecora was one of the milestones 
in his political career.
